LY. We aim to execute all orders as soon as received, but 
during the rush s on from March to May and again from July to September, 
slight delays are ivoidable, which, however, can be largely overcome by our 
patrons anticipating their wants and ordering and taking delivery of their 
requirements early. 


2. CANADIAN SHIPMENTS. Flower seeds are sent postpaid. Plants are 
sent by express, purchaser paying all charges. Patrons who wish to purchase 
plants or bulbs must secure a permit from the Department of Agriculture, Ottawa. 


3. SAFE ARRIVAL OF PACKAGES. We guarantee the safe arrival of all 
goods sent by express or mail to points within the United States. If a package 
sent by express or mail is injured or lost, we will replace it as soon as informed of 
the fact. Goods sent in any other way are solely at purchaser’s risk. Frequently 
it happens that orders never reach us or are without signature. When customers 
fail to receive their packages in a reasonable time they should inform us, and 
at the same time send a copy of their order and any other information necessary 
to trace the goods. Claims for damage must be made on receipt of goods. We do 
Oe ourselves responsible for failure after delivery of the goods in good 
condition.

4. ERRORS. We exercise the utmost care in filling orders, striving to doa 
little more than we offer; yet in the press of business, errors sometimes occur, in 
which event we wish to be promptly notified of the fact, and will make such cor- 
rections as will be satisfactory. Please keep copies of all your orders for com- 
parison. 


5. REMITTANCES should be made by Check, Post Office Money Order, 
Drafts, or Express Money Orders. Personal Checks for less than one dollar 
are not acceptable as we are charged collection fees for such small checks; 

We disciaim all responsibility when remittances are not 
made as above directed. Where it is not possible to obtain these, the letters 
should be registered. Coin should not be sent by mail. 


Please send money with the order sufficient to 
cover the whole bill. We decline sending goods “Collect on Delivery” unless 
remittance be made on account to guarantee acceptance.

give no warranty to description, quality or productiveness of any of the 
seeds, plants or b e send out, and will not be in any way responsible for the 
crop, and every or articles named in this catalog will be executed on these 
conditions only. It , however, be plain to everyone who gives the matter 
the slightest thoug t it is to our best interests to send out only such stock 
as will not only g it prove true to name and description.

‘Delphintum Seeds 


SPECIAL NOTICE—PLEASE READ 


If some one has told you (unfortunately inexperienced writers 
in Floral Magazines still insist on saying so) that you can’t germ: 
inate Delphinium seeds in the spring of the year from fall gath- 
ered seeds, DON’T YOU BELIEVE IT. IT’S A FALLACY AND 
THERE IS NO TRUTH IN IT. A person might tell you, “well, 
I have tried it;’’ sure, many people try to grow Delphinium seeds 
from the strongest and freshest seeds obtainable in the late sum- 
mer, and don’t succeed in raising one plant, but that’s not the 
seed’s fault. We want you to rest assured that you can grow 
just as strong, healthy seedlings in the spring. from last sea 
son’s crop, aS you can in the late summer, with only this dif 
ference: in the fall the seeds will germinate within 10 to 14 days. 
while in the spring it will take the seeds from two to three weeks. 
Quicker and better results will be obtained if you will freeze the 
seed for 2 or 3 days; that is what happens to all flower seeds 
sowed late in the fall or dropped by the parent plant; they lay 
in the frozen ground all winter, and in the spring when life 
awakes they germinate strong. 


We have sown Delphinium and Lupin seeds very late in the 
fall, when there is no chance for its germination, then when the 
ground freezes cover the seed bed with mulch, remove the latter 
in the spring, and the seed will germinate splendidly; this method 
works especially well with Lily seed and Japanese Iris seed— 
in our experier ce. 


Further proof—we have sown Delphinium seeds in the spring 
usually as late as April 25th, for the last 20 years, and do so 
every year to grow our seedlings which we sell in the fall; we 
raise most of our tens of thousands of seedlings from seeds sown 
in the late spring; we sow only a small amount of seeds in the 
late summer—mostly for tests. 


We find that our spring seedlings are just as healthy and 
vigorous as the fall seedlings and further 75 per cent of these 
seedlings will be blooming in the seed rows by August ist. If 
we transplanted these seedlings when 6 weeks old in May—all of 
these spring grown seedlings would blossom by late summer— 
FOUR MONTHS FROM SEED! 

So buy and sow our Delphinium seeds in the spring with all 
confidence. If you are a careful gardener, have grown plants 
from seeds heretofore and will follow our directions you will raise 
the same percentage of seedlings in the spring as we do. 

We gather our last seeds late in September from young vig- 
orous plants, surely such seed is bound to be strong and vigorous. 

Of course, we do not venture to say that the above statements 
refer to all Delphinium seeds offered in the market and which you 
might buy from other sources; we only speak of our own seeds 
which we plant and sell. We consider only two things of import- 
ance; to have good, strong seeds from healthy, vigorous plants 
in the first place and then keep and store the seed during the 
winter under the approved and proper environments. Over 20 
years’ experience in growing Delphiniums have taught us these 





two important things and we never deviate from them. therefore 
our Delphinium seeds are a success, whether planted in the late 
summer or in the late spring.

is a pure glistening white. Some bees (flower center) are pure white, some brown and some black, a few vel- 
vety coal black; these latter are very rare and it is merely a matter of chance if one gets them. It is well to keep 
in mind that these bees do not breed true from the mother plants; indeed the plants themselves do not breed true 
to the white color; one must always expect a certain percentage of blues from the white seeds. Some white plants 


will produce a larger percentage of true whites than 
others—we are trying to single these out, but it is a big 
job. We believe that in the not distant future we will be 
able to breed pure white double delphiniums the seeds 
from which will produce 95 to 99 per cent true whites.

the seed has germinated. If the surface of the soil is dry, the 
tiny plantlets will die unless they are supplied with water. The 
amateur is inclined to blame the seedman and say the seeds were 
not good and would not germinate. Of course, this is seldom true, 
for reliable seedsmen test their seeds, and when we give them 
ideal conditions for growth, they do germinate no matter what 
we think. The common error is to think the seeds have not germ- 
inated, whereas, in reality, they started to grow, but the surface 
of the soil was too dry for them hence their tiny rootlets perished — 
before they reached the moist layers of soil beneath. 


Cover your seed beds with a newspaper or a cloth until the ie 
seeds have germinated and the little roots have reached the moist | 
layers of soil—From “Better Homes and Gardens.” 


The lesson brought home by the great losses of seedlings in 
open ground seed beds is that seeds of choice plants should be _ 
sown in boxes or frames where they can be kept under control as _ 
to moisture and shade without difficulty. This is the only certain 
way to save the plants, as the most favored positions for seed | 
beds in the open ground have serious losses.

JAPANESE IRIS 


The best time to set out Irises of this type or to divide and trans- 
plant those already in the garden is in early spring. Orders for new 
plants should be put in immediately. Let it be remembered that this 
type of Iris takes an entirely different treatment from the Bearded 
Iris. Instead of being planted almost on the surface of the ground, 
the crowns should be buried two inches. 

Peat can be added to advantage to soil where Japanese Irises are 
to go. Unlike the Beared Irises, which delight in lime, the Japan- 
ese forms prefer a soil which is somewhat acid. Lime should never 
be used with them. It is also important that the ground be kept 
well cultivated, never being allowed to become hard or dry. A sum- 
mer mulch of pulverized peat lessens the amount of hoeing neces- 
sary and helps to hold the moisture. 

The location should be one where the drainage is good, even 
though it be close by a pond. These Irises like to have their roots 
reach water in summer, but stagnant water must not stand around 
the clumps, and it is imperative that they should not be caked over 
with ice in winter. : 

Japanese Irises must have plenty of room, and must never have 
competition from weeds or grass. If they are used in a general 
garden away from water, a spot should be prepared for them by 
digging out a foot of earth, and working in an abundance of well- 
rotted cow manure. If the earth is at all heavy, set the divided 
clump on a little mound of sand. When winter comes a light mulch 
will be needed. 

There is only one way in which to get an abundance of large 
flowers, and that is to supply water with a generous hand during 
the spring before the buds open. Water and water alone will make 
big blooms. In gardens where the situation is unusually favorable, 
the Japanese plants are sometimes entirely submerged once or twice 
in the spring, the water being drained off after a day or two.

Tiger Flower or Shell Flower from Mexico 


No flowering bulbs give more richly colored or beautiful flowers. 
Highly recommended for greenhouse decoration. Pot up as soon as 
received and plunge in cold frame, withholding water until the 
foliage appears, then giving it sparingly at first. Bulbs for outdoor 
planting in colder climates should be stored during the winter in soil 
or peat, not quite dry, away from frost until March, and then be 
planted in sunny positions in the flower-border or in beds in sunny 
positions in well-drained soil, the bulbs being surrounded with sand. 


Beds of Tigridias make a gorgeous picture during July, August 
and September and should find a place in all gardens. The flowers 
are formed by three broad petals extending from a central cup. The 
bulb is of about the same habit and hardiness as the Gladiolus. In 
mild climates they can, however, be left undisturbed for years and 
can stand a small amount of frost.

“This brilliant silken triangle unfolds from its long slender bud 
and bursts into sharply contrasting tints of fire, leaping from bright 
yellow to molten orange and vivid scarlets, and is eagerly sought 
as a rare but sturdy garden novelty.’’

The first plantings of Delphinium seeds invariably bring re- 
ports of failures and, usually, seed or soil are blamed. The illus- 
tration shows one of half a dozen seed boxes and seems to offer 
a worth-while method. The secret, if there be one, is merely first 
eare. Delphinium seed must have low, steady temperatures 
from 10 to 15 days, with constant surface moisture, darkness and 
apparently company, for best results. The 6 varieties of seed 
shown could not have come so evenly save through planting 
methods. The soil used was leafmold and sand, with a little loam 
to stiffen it. Spraying with a mildew remedy was used to pre- 
vent damping off. 

Not a single plant perished prior to transplanting. The box 
was filled within one inch of top, wetted thoroughly (lots of drain- 
age was provided) then filled to brim and pressed evenly. The 
seed was sown in rows and merely pressed in to insure equal 
depth and covered with sifted leafmold and powdered sphagnum. 
An empty flat served as a cover when stood on the north side of 
a wall. The seedlings were up on the eleventh day, the cover

being removed on the thirteenth day. The box was brought up 
to a lath frame on the eighteenth day and fully exposed on the 
twenty-fifth day. 


This method enables one to note first evidence of damping off, 
permits soil stirring between rows and prompt detection note of 
slugs or sowbugs, besides permitting equal development of every , 
plant. When sown broadcast in a large bed, none of these ad- 
vantages exist. A few flats are enough for largest plantings. 
Pricked out when true leaves first appear, the roots are just be- 
ginning to branch and plantlets fall apart easily and never halt 
in growth. Sown broadcast, one cutworm, or one damping off 
spot may, before notice, ruin many plants. Never delay pricking 
out after true leaves appear.—(Vanderbilt.) 


A flat of Prize Winner “‘Pedigreed’”’ Delphinium Seedlings, 
containing over 500 plants, sown September 1 and photographed 
October 25. Seedlings will be planted in the open field in March 
and will bloom profusely during next September and October. 
What new surprises will they bring? The flats are wintered in 
a COLD greenhouse and the tops will freeze down completely.
